A MYTHICAL SHIP

KANSAS CITY, 
March 31.—Mere 
lack of sea has not prevented the Sea 
Scouts 
from 
entrenching their or­ 
ganization in Kansas City. They man 
the m ythical ship, Mokaw, the name 
of which is derived from combining 
parts of the nam es of the Missouri 
and Kaw (K ansas) rivers, which flow 
together at this city. 
However, the 
sea Scouts are in no sense “horse ma­ 
rines.” Four crews or nine men each 
man long, slender river boats. 
One 
of these crews was prepared today to 
go to Leavenworth, Kansas, on the 
United States 
engineers* 
boat, the 
Baldwin, which stopped here for coal. 
The scouts planned to row down the 
Missouri river to Kansas City. 
The sea scouts are recruited, for 
the most part, from among the older 
Boy Scouts, Dr. Elliott Smith, port- 
m aster, appointed to that position by 
the 
national 
council 
of the Boy 
Scouts of America, said today. They 
are not, however, necessarily boy 
scouts. 
The boys are instructed in 
seam anship which may qualify them 
for service in the navy or merchant 
marine. 
The boy who attains the 
rank of first class Sea Scout, Dr. 
Smith said, 
Is capable of 
taking 
charge of a river boat and is qualifi­ 
ed to special consideration in the 
m erchant service— a position on the 
quarter deck or superior rank among 
the engine irs. 
The swift, turbulent waters of the 
.Missouri afford an excellent oppor­ 
tunity for the scouts bere, Dr. Smith 
said. 
The scouts becom e Intimate 
with its treacherous caprices. 
They 
learn to take soundings and to make 
charts of the channel. They learn to 
wield an oar tnd to rf? a sail. They 
learn valuable lessons in life saving, 
In engineering and scorer of things 
which sailors are taught. They learn 
also to take advantage of the natural 
pleasures afforded b. the river. Dr. 
Smith has long been an advocate of 
the pleasure possibilities of the river.

THE ORIENT CONTINUES

Exports to Axis have grown frow 5 * 
to 12* in last 9 year*; imports 
(rom IS* in 1913 to 265** for 
last IO month* of 1922. 


T he O riental taste for American 
m anufactures continues to grow as 
does also the American taste for 
O riental raw material. 
Trade be­ 
tw een the U nited State? and Asia 
as a whole formed a larger share of 
our total foreign trade in 1922 than 
in any earlier year. W hether this 
is due in any considerable degree 
to the opening of 
the 
Panama 
Canal which brings the great man­ 
ufacturing and consum ing centers 
of 
the 
country 
in 
close 
touch 
with the Orient cannot be statis­ 
tically determ ined, but it is a fact 
that trade with the Orient has 
formed a steadily increasing share 
of our 
total 
foreign 
com m erce 
•ince the opening of that gatew ay 
which 
gives 
direct 
passage 
be­ 
tw een 
the A tlantic 
frontage of 
the United States and the Pacific 
frontage of A sia and Oceania. The 
Trade Record issued by The N a­ 
tional City Bank o f N ew York es­ 
tim ates that Am erican m erchandise 
cent to Asia form ed less than 5% 
of our total exports in 1913. the 
year preceding the opening of the 
canal, 9% in 1920. 11% in 1921, and 
12% in 1922. 
Im ports from Asia 
which form ed 15% of the m erchan­ 
dise entering the country in 1913 
w ere 20% in 1916, and 26lA /e in 
th e IO m onths ending with Oc­

for the

T h is big increase in the share o f 
our trade w hich goes to or com es 
from the Orient is not necessarily 
due in any considerable degree to 
the opening of the new gatew ay, 
since there are other and equally 
im portant 
reasons 
w hich 
have 
stim ulated the direct interchange 
of m erchandise betw een the United 
States and our neighbors across 
the Pacific. Prior to the war the 


Oriental colonies of the European 
countries, the Dutch East Indies, 
Australia, 
New 
Zealand, 
the 
Malayan 
Peninsula, 
India, 
and 
French Indo-China, sent the bulk 
of their exportable products direct 
to the mother country, from which 
large parts of it were re-exported 
to the United States but accredited 
in our own reports to the coun­ 
tries from whose ports it was sent 
to us. 
Much of the india rubber 
of the world, of which we are such 
very large consum ers, originates 
in British and Dutch colonies in 
the Orient, and was prior to the 
war sent chiefly to the m other 
country and thence to the United 
States, and this was also true of 
tin, chiefly the 
product 
of 
the 
Malayan Peninsula, and the Dutch 
East 
Indies; jute, exclusively a 
product of India; manila hemp, ex­ 
clusively a product of the Philip­ 
pines. 
W ith the opening of the war, 
however, transportation conditions 
changed, and the habit of sending 
the products of the colonies to the 
mother 
country 
from 
which 
it 
would pass to the United States 
w as discontinued. 
W ar conditions 
rendered 
inadvisable 
the 
m ove­ 
m ent of m erchandise of this char­ 
acter across the M editerranean or 
even 
around 
the

Africa as ships floating the flag or 
Great Britain or any of the Allies

was of course abandoned and the 
Oriental merchandise on reaching 
our ports was accredited to the 
country in which it originated in­ 
stead of being, as in pre-war years, 
accredited to the mother country 
of the respective colonies through 
whose hands it passed before reach­ 
ing us. and this accounts in part for 
the increasing percentage of our 
imports which we now accredit to 
the Orient. 
Still 
another and equally im­ 
portant feature of the growth in 
our trade with our neighbors in 
the Orient lies in the fact that they 
are taking a much greater per­ 
centage of their imports from the 
United States than formerly. 
All 
of the Oriental countries are im­ 
porters of 
m anufactures, except 
Japan 
and 
certain 
sections 
of 
India, and they are therefore as 
they always have been dependent 
for this class of merchandise upon 
the great m anufacturing countries 
of other parts of the globe. Form­ 
erly they took most of their manu­ 
factures from Europe which had 
established itself in the Oriental 
market 
for m anufactures before 
the m anufacturers of the United 
States 
became exporters in any 
considerable 
amount. 
But 
with 
the 
difficulties of 
transportation 
above referred to, the Oriental im­ 
porters of manufactures turned to 
the United States and took from 
us the m anufactures which they 
form erly had been buying from 
Europe. And this accounts for the 
big growth in the percentage which 
m erchandise 
destined 
for 
Asia 
form s of our total exports since 
the beginning of the war. 
The 
striking and especially gratifying 
feature of this grow th, particular­ 
ly on the export side, is the evi­ 
dence which it supplies of the sat­ 
isfactory quality of the American 
m anufactures when compared with 
those of the longer experienced 
m anufacturing com m unity of Eu­ 
rope.

Europe sent us last year more 
art works than rn any year since 
the beginning of the war. \ \ hether 
this increase is due to a growing 
taste in the United States for ma­ 
terial of this character or to a 
willingness on the part of Eu­ 
ropeans to permit their art ac­ 
cum ulations to pass to other parts 
of the world, is perhaps dill.cult 
to accurately determine. 
At least, 
it is a fact. says the Trade Record 
of The National City Bank of New 
York, that our importations of art 
works in the four years since the 
c!o«e of the war have averaged 
f2o.000.0C0 a year as against $17,- 
OtJQ OOO a year during the war, and 
for the full vear 1922 will total 
a'jout $33,000,000. 
The total value 
of art works imported since lylU, 
the year fellowing that in which 
art w o r k s upward of 20 years old 
were permitted to enter the coun­ 
try free of duty, is about $550,- 
000 OOO, an average of about $29,- 
000.000 a year. 
The total for the 
calen d a r year 1922 is approximate­ 
ly $33,000,000, though this figure 
for the yc»r just ended is neces­ 
sarily an estimate by reason of 
the fact that the latest available 
figures cover only IO months of 
the calendar year 192i 
At least, 
mnv be estimated that Europe

VV *rth of art works out of the 
$ 1/ 5,000,000 worth im puted since 


the beginning of the war, for the 
bulk of the imports of this charac­ 
ter comes from Europe. 
One interesting feature of this 
big importation of art works lies 
in the fact that a large proportion 
is

old.” Of the total importations of 
art works in 1921, the latest com­ 
plete year for which details are 
available, those comprised in the 
group “works of art which have 
been 
produced

vearsM form slightly more than 
$13,000,000 out of the total of $22,- 
000.000, while about $5,000,000 con­ 
sists of original paintings, draw­ 
ings and pen sketches, the remain­ 
ing 
$4,OW ,000 
worth 
including 
statuary, stained and painted win­ 
dow glass, and a limited number 
of works “the production of Amer­ 
ican artists residing temporarily 
abroad” which, however, amounted 
in 1921 to only $200,000. 
England, France and Germany 
were 
formerly the largest con­ 
tributors to our importations of 
art works, but in very recent years 
Italy has taken the place of Ger­ 
many in the proportion of imports 
of this character supplied. 
In the 
group “works of art over IOO years 
old,” of which the importations in 
1920 were over $20,000,000 value. 
France supplied practically $7,000,- 
000 worth, England nearly $7,000,- 
000, Italy over Iy» million dollars 
worth, 
and 
Germany 
but 
little 
more than a half million dollars, 
while in 1913 Germany’s contribu­ 
tions to this class of art works 


were nearly three times as great 
in value as those of Italy. Appar­ 
ently it is only in very recent years 
that Italy has been willing to part 
with any considerable values of 
art works produced more than IOC; 
years ago, for it is only since 1916 
that her exports of material of this 
character to the 
United 
States 
crossed the one million dollar line, 
having been in that year $1,626,000. 
In the fiscal year 1914, which end­ 
ed immediately preceding the open­ 
ing of the war, the importation of 
art works “over IOO years old” to­ 
taled $33,000,000, of which France 
contributed 
21 Y% 
million 
dollars 
worth, England 7H million, Ger­ 
many slightly less than two million, 
and Italy a little over one-half mil­ 
lion dollars. In the very latest year 
for which we have details, 1921, 
the total of this class of art works 
“over IOO years old” was $13,000,- 
000, of which France supplied near­ 
ly $5,000,000 worth, England 3A 
million, Italy l\\ million, and Ger­ 
many a little over a quarter of a 
million dollars. In the other group 
“original paintings, statuary, etc..’* 
of which the importations of 1921 
were 6lA million dollars, France 
supplied 2*4 million dollars worth, 
England 2lA million. Netherlands 
a half million, and 
Switzerland 
about one-third of a million dol­ 
lars in value. 
The importation of art works 
into the United States in 1922 is 
larger in value than that of any 
earlier years, except 1912 and 191J 
when importations of this charac­ 
ter were exceptionally large.

The forthcoming annual meeting 
of the J#issouri Christian Missionary 
Society in the historic First Chris­ 
tian church, Kansas City, April 17 to 
19, brings to mind the early days of 
the sect known as “Campbellites” in 
Missouri.

Stone and Campbell 
preached 
the 
same doctrine, but Campbell, being 
the aggressor, easily took the lead,

The first “state meeting" was held 
at Fayette in 1841. 
The attendance 
ran into many thousands, and hun­ 
dreds engaged in the 
communion 
service. Annual meetings were held 
regularly excepting six years, wrhen 
meetings wee*; omitted for reasons 
of pestilence of war. 
The meeting 1 
next month 
in Kansas 
City 
will, i 
therefore, be the seventy-sixth

bual assembly, or the eighty-second 
according to the calendar. 
In 1845 Alexander Campbell him­ 
self made ais first appearance 
in 
Missouri at the annual meeting at 
Columbia. 
Ile “delighted 
listening 
thousands,” accoiding 
to the min- j 
utes. 
Mr. Cambell was an eloquent ; 
speaker, holding his audiences spell­ 
bound by the hour. Born in County 
Antrim, Ireland, and educated 
at I 
Glasgow university, in Scotland, Mr. 
Campbell expected to be a Presbyter­ 
ian minister to which church 
he 
then belonged. He w*as well grounded 
in the tenets of religion, 
being a 
brilliant exponent of the plea he so 
ardently advocated, 
in his travels 
he invariably preached that division 
between Christians was sinful. 
He 
opened an avenue to Christian union 
through the chapters of 
the 
New* 
Testament. The reformation he pro­ 
posed meant the abandonment of all I 
human systems, and the adoption of 
a scriptural form as a true basis for 
uniting 
the divided 
and 
warring 
sects. 
Each church was to be re­ 
garded as an independent organiza­ 
tion,* having its own internal govern­ 
ment, bishops, elders and 
deacons, 
yet not to be so absolutely independ­ 
ent of other churches as not to be 
bound to them by fraternal relations. 
He considered “lay preaching" as 
authorized, and denied the distinc­ 
tion between clergy and 
laity 
as I 
scrptural. 
Infant baptism was with-1 
out scriptural authority, and there- j 
fore not to be practiced. 
Especially Severe on Clergy. 
Mr. Campbel was especially severe j 
upon the clergy, failing to make a1-. 
lowance for the prevalence of ignor­ 
ance or lac* of education. 
Many 
of the preachers of his time had nev-1 
cr seen a college, and even those hav 
ing some contact with an academy j 
had seen none of the world. 
Hav­ 
ing no contact with 
great 
move- j 
ments of the age, most 
preachers 
were incapable of appreciating Mr. 
Campbell’s wide and comprehensive j 
view* of the gospel, nor his broad re­ 
ligious culture. 
Woe be unto 
the * 
preacher who met him in debate. 
Whole books were printed cover­ 
ing a single debate by Mr. Campbell 
and these were the textbooks of de- * 
bate for his followers as long as de­ 
bates were the order 
in religious j 
circles. 
Practically all preachers of 
Mr. Campbell’s clay were farmers or 
other manual workers who preached j 
without pay. 
A paid ministry came * 
with the next geenration of preach­ 
ers. 
Before 1850 the Missouri Disciples 
numbered “not less than fifty thous­ 
and," according to reports of T. M. 
Allen. 
This remarkable growth was

to

The first college in the

Dr. T. P. 
Haley in his history of the Christian 
church, “as the greatest preacher of 
the church in Missouri,*’ lived many 
years in Liberty, Mo. 
Kansas City 
knew him well. 
While he lived 
in 
Independence, Mo., and St. Joseph, it 
was In Liberty he made, 
says 
Dr. 
Haley, “his great reputation 
as a 
writer 
and 
preacher." 
The 
later 
years of his life were spent in Lex­ 
ington, K v., editing Lard’s Quarterly, 
w’riting and preaching. 
George W. I^ongan, evangelist and 
editor, was the second pastor of the 
first Christian church built in Kan­ 
sas City and situated at the north­ 
west corner of Twelfth and 
Main 
streets, then “in the country." This 
church was built in 1859 to be con­ 
venient to both Westport and Kan­ 
sas City. 
Elder Longan lived in In­ 
dependence (1870), preached in Kan­ 
sas City and edited the 
Christian, 
later the Christian Evangelist. 
Alexander Procter died only a few 
years ago and is still well 
remem­ 
bered as the “Sage of Independence.’ 
He was the third pastor of the Kan­ 
sas City church. 
The first pastor 
was H. H. Haley, brother of Dr. T. P. 
Haley, who served until 1870. 
The 
next four pastors after H. H. Haley, 
all outstanding in the 
evangelistic 
field in Missouri, were George W. 
Longan, Alexander 
Procter, J. W. 
Mountjoy and J. Z. Taylor, J. Z. Tay­ 
lor was pastor several years. In his 
pastorate another church was form­ 
ed due to the growth of the denom­ 
ination. 
J. W. McGarvey graduated from 
an evangelist to become a great edu­ 
cator, training more preachers in his 
day than any other man before or 
since. 
A. B. Jones was a leader in 
every 
worthy 
work 
in 
Missouri, 
rounding out a useful ministry in the 
church at Liberty, from which 
he 
was buried only a few years ago. T. 
P. Haley preached 
for 
the 
First 
Christian church. Kansas City, more 
than twenty years. 
Never on Middle Ground. 
No other preacher, living or dead. 


had more to do with molding the 
morals and religion of Kansas City, 
probably, than did Dr. Haley. 
He 
was in the forefront of every worthy 
movement connected with the civic 
life of Kansas City in his d a y . 
He 
believed implicitly in the faith that 
was within him and made bold 
the 
claims of that gospel. 
He took the 
platform for or against, as the case 
might be, in connection with every 
matter of public moment. He wrote 
books, contributed to the press and 
found time to give pastoral care to 
an ever growing congregation. 
He 
did not believe in letting his congre­ 
gation get too large. Ile saw a mis­ 
sion established at Sixth and Pros­ 
pect and helped it grow* into what is 
now the great Independence Boule­ 
vard 
Christian 
church, 
with 
its 
thousands of members and a church 
plant the envy of its religious neigh­ 
bors. 
Dr. Haley had much 
to 
do 
with the calling of George Hamilton 
Combs to that pastorate. Then his 
church “swarmed" again, this time 
southward, and Linwood Boulevard 
Curistian 
church 
resulted. 
Other 
missions were established during Dr. 
Haley’s active days, 
until 
today 
there are nearly thirty 
congrega­ 
tions of Christians in Greater Kan­ 
sas City with about fifteen thousand 
members. 
Despite the fact that the move­ 
ment begun by Mr. Campbell 
was 
not primaily 
a missionary 
move­ 
ment, the churches became intensely 
missionary. 
They preached an 
in­ 
tense evangelistic gospel at home 
and sent missionaries to many fore­ 
ign countries. 
While the early ef­ 
forts of th© foreign mission enter­ 
prise had very little effect so far as 
heathen 
converts 
to 
Christianity 
were concerned, it had a strong in­ 
fluence upon the churches in 
the 
homeland. 
The 
missionary 
Idea 
took root in Missouri among the first 
and the name of the convention was 
changed in 1861 to “The State Mis­ 
sionary Society." 
Of the early of­ 
ficers. only Elder G. A. Hoffman Is 
living. 
He is chaplain of the Mis­ 
souri State senate and resides 
at 
Bloomfield. He preaches every Sun­ 
day, In spite of his advanced age. 
For years he was national statistical 
secretary of the church.

“Smokey Joe” Martin

called the best loved man in the fire 
department, and there isn't a fire­ 
man serving him who wouldn’t fol­ 
low anywhere he led, though 
the

That is one of the things that have 
made “Smokey Joe” so universally 
respected and loved—this leading or 
his men. Since he was first made an 
officer Chief Martin has never ex­ 
posed his men to a danger that he 
hasn’t attempted first.

WASHINGTON, March 31.—Amer­ 
ica is growing more religious. 
In the face of criticism and attacks 
the churches of the United States, ac­ 
cording to the Federal Council 
of 
Churches, made the greatest gains in 
their history during the last statisti­ 
cal year. 
Figures made public by D. E. O. 
Watson, statistican of the Federal 
Council, show 
that 
the 
religious 
bodies of the United States gained 
1,220,428 members over the preced­ 
ing year. 
This is approximately 50 
per cent greater than the average an­ 
nual growth for the preceding five 
years. 
The present membership of all re­ 
ligious bodies in the country, accord­ 
ing to the latest figures available, is 
47,461,558 
persons. 
The 
various 
Christian communions, which show 
a rathed uniform growth, are respon­ 
sible for fractionally the entire re 
corded advance. 
During the year there was a gain 
of 9591 congregations 
and 
15,252, 
ministers. 
A total of 214,593 minis­ 
ters man the 243,590 congregations 
of the country. 
Church representatives point out 
that according to the 
figure* com­ 
piled, an average of 3345 
persons 
joined the various religious bodies, 
42 ministers were 
ordained or 
li­ 
censed, and 26 conreggations were 
organized each day last year.

The percentage of gain in member­ 
ship is 2.64. 
The number of congre­ 
gations increased 4 per cent and pas­ 
tors 7 per cent. Some of the increase 
in congregations and ministers Is due

plied for the first time. In addition, 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
church. 
South, included its local preachers, 
which has not been done before, but 
not counting those the percentage of 
increase in congregations and clergy 
is nearly double that of the increase 
in membership. 
The total religious constituency of 
the country is placed at 98,787,367 
persons. 
Church 
officials 
define 
constituency to mean all baptized 
persons, all adherents and all those 
who in the supreme test of life or 
death turn to a particular commun­ 
ion. When the figures of the various 
churches are placed on a compara­ 
ble basis through 
methods 
agreed 
upon by the church and government 
officials, the constituencies of the 
great bodies are as follows; 
Protestants, 
78,113,481; ' Roman 
Catholic, 18,104,804; Jews, 1,600,000; 
latterday Saints (Mormons), 604,0S2; 
Eastern Orthodox 
(Greek and Rus­ 
sian), 456,054. 
The Jewish figures are the same as 
used last year. 
They are computed 
on a different basis from the various 
Christian 
bodies 
because 
of their 
great variation in methods of count­ 
ing 
membership. The Jewish 
au­ 
thorities estimate the Jewish popula­ 
tion of the United States at more 
than 3,300,000.

Wilson, a prisoner in the Los An 
geles County Jail, 
who

maintained strict silence concerning 
all of the crimes attributed to him. 
has changed his 
attitude and 
has 
talked, according to jail officials. 
“Men are likely to make mistakes 
in life," Wilson is quoted, "and aft­ 
erwards regret them. 
I believe I 
will be rewarded if I assist in clear­ 
ing up activities of criminals.” 
He is said to have decided some 
weeks ago to "fall in line with law 
and order,” and Sheriff William L. 
TIaeger took him at his word when 
notified of the reported change 
of 
front. 
Wilson, according to federal offic­ 
ers, is believed to have knowledge of 
mail robberies in New York, Buffalo, 
Detroit, Columbus, Ohio, and 
Los 
Angeles, although it was 
only 
for 
one of these, that in Los Angeles, 
March 3, 1921, when securities val­ 
ued at more than $1,000,000 
were 
stolen, that he was arrested. 
Wilson, the Times will state, has 
told federal officers 
he recognized 
the photograph of a man arested in 
V. ar saw’, Poland, under the name of 
Max Wolfe, and charged with hav­ 
ing instigated the Wall street 
ex­ 
plosion, as the purchaser of a large 
quantity of high explosives shortly 
before the crime wras committed. 
At that time, Wilson is said 
to 
have stated he was in Detroit, "pre­ 
paring for a series of raids of bank 
vaults.” 
The details of the conspiracy were 
not known to him ,he is quoted, and 
he had no idea as to how the ex­ 
plosive was used.

And we assisted 146 others 
to get back upon their feet.” 
"If there is any one thing that an 
applicant wants to do, we strive to 
place him where he can receive the 
best possible instruction iii that line. 
We are paying tuition for Charges in 
several colleges and universities of 
the state, some

other professions. We have placed a 
great many in business and trade 
schools and some in industrial plants 
where they can learn by practical 
experience.”

else. 
Demolition of th a t place has 
begun, the fam ous little th e ater al­ 
ready being alm ost w recked.

around. 
After the death of Mrs. C arpenter, 
about a y ear ago, the home was sold, 
and now shops arc on the first floor 
with studios above.

h o n e of A lexander 
G raham 
Bell still stands as it was while for 
so m any years the home of the fam ­ 
ous inventor. 
Ho lived quietly there 
with Mrs. Bell, not much in the pub­ 
lic eye or public p rin t., y r 
to the 
last deeply interested in scientific 
pursuits. 
The home now belongs to 
som e one else, and .ii due tim e will, 
no doubt, go to a purchaser who will 
see a way to m ake money out of it, 
and the place whore once lived the 
m an who m ade the telephone will he 
known only by a m ark er placed out­ 
side by one organization which lakes 
a pride in keeping such spots m arked, 
if they can do no more. 
Such is the desire for modernizing 
W ashington th a t one m ay well dread 
the day when some enthusiastic advo­

today Governor H yde has set apart

W eek and Friday, April 6, as Arbor

ernor urges a1 citizens of Missouri 
to observe this week

fruit, shade and forest trees, as well 
as shrubs, vines and flow'crs. 
The proclam ation follows: 
“ W hereas, the last decade 
has 
witnessed a diminution of our forests 
and our orchards to a degree which 
has become cause for grave public 
concern, and 
“ W hereas, the preservation of our 
forests and orchards is vitally nec­ 
essary to our national commerce, as 
well as to the health and comforts 
as a people, and 
“W hereas, forest trees, fruit trees, 
shrubs, flowers and vines serve our 
people not only in a practical sense, 
but as well in an aesthetic sense in 
adding beauty to the landscape, and 
natural background 
to the 
homes, 
and 
“W hereas, the General 
Assembly 
of the S tate of Missouri long since 
enacted a statute providing for the 
annual observance of Arbor 
Day, 
and recently, bv resolution, reaffirm ­ 
ed the policy, 
of encouraging 
the 
planting of fruit, shade, and forest 
trees and of shrubs and vines. 
“Now, therefore, 
I, A rthur

Hyde, Governor of the State of Mis-

Overcrowding,

Because the plants are small when 
they first appeared above ground, lit' 
will not space them 
properly, 
be­ 
cause they look lonesome with an ex­ 
panse of hare soil betw een them . 
However, they will grow fast, and at 
m aturity will use all the space al­ 
lowed them, and usually are grow­ 
ing into and over each ether. 
This fault should 
bo 
corrected 
wiien the transplanting is done, or if 
the seeds 
.arc sown 
in the 
open 
ground, by judicious thinning. 
Pol 
low directions, which are always con 
tained on reed packets as to proper 
distances, to tho letter. W ork with a 
tape m easure 
or yardstick. 
The 
crop of m any vegetables will be in 
proportion to the chance they have 
to develop. 
The hush lima bean is 
an excellent object 
lesson. 
Many 
gardeners have given up the bush 
lima as not being productive enough 
to justify its space. 
But give the in­ 
dividual bushes 18 inches apart, so 
they will have a chance, and there 
will be a bountiful crop with ordin­ 
arily good soil and m oisture condi­ 
tions. 
The rule to follow' in tran sp lan t­ 
ing seedings is to move them as soon 
as the leaves touch. The first tra n s­ 
planting should be done w hen the 
first p air of true leaves appear, 
lf 
they arf? not placed at sufficient d*c.

do not, they will begin to spindle in 
the struggle to reach the sunlight. 
Tile percentage of loss Is greater 
as the plants attain size, but early 
transplantings go a long w'ay to ob­ 
l a t e this loss by developing strong 
fibrous root system s, especially 
in 
the case of plants which, undisturb­ 
ed, form tap roots, or a long root 
that goes straight dov/n some 
dis­ 
tance before giving 
off branches. 
W hen this long roof bas developed 
far the plant receives a severe check 
in being transplanted, from which it 
f;:ke< a I mg time to recover.
